Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-27 and 31-44 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-16, 19-27 and 31-44 are allowable because the closest prior art, 

Bell et al. [U.S. Patent No. 4,819,195] (hereafter bell) and Raab et al. [U.S. 
Patent No. 6,131 ,299] (hereafter Raab), either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render obvious a method (or a computer readable medium) of 
remotely evaluating a physical object, the method comprising: 

receiving at the local computer a numerical representation of said physical 
object, wherein said numerical representation has been previously generated by 
measurement of said physical object using a second measurement equipment 
and prior to the numerical representation being sent to the local computer, and 
wherein the local computer is configured such that it is capable of evaluating said 
physical object by evaluating said numerical representation in lieu of evaluating 
said physical object; in combination with all other limitations in the claim(s) as 
claimed and defined by applicant. 

Claims 17-18 are allowable because the closest prior art, Bell and Raab, 
either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious a method 
of remotely evaluating a physical object, the method comprising: 

the local computer calculating one or more values based on the 
evaluation, wherein the one or more values approximate the value or values that

would result from the measurement of said physical object by a measuring 
device; nor 

the local computer calculating or selecting a point that approximates a 
point that would result from the probing of a coordinate measuring machine 
(CMM) on said physical object; in combination with all other limitations in the 
claim(s) as claimed and defined by applicant.
